Xndnoemeata for Agrioultiiral Fursuits. 



If one were guided in bis conclusions by 
the beautiful wenllioy we liad yesterday, he 
can scarcely convince Iiitnseif llmt ho is still 
in the month ol February. So mild and eo 
genial is tlio season, that ovcrytliing looks 
spriDK-like. The green fields and budding 
trees show that the commeacomcnt of spring 
agricultural operations is not far distant. 
Those who intend this year to comnionco 
farming will not have a great deal of time to 
make the necessary preparations for that pur. 
pose. If they have not taken up land, they 
had better do so as soon as circumslaucos 
will allow. 

There is a largo field for our population 
to ohose from. Tbonaands of acres of hind of 
the most fertile descriptiou are still unsettled 
upon this island. It may bti pre-empted by 
British subjects who will Imvo nothing 
whatever to pay for il until it is surveyed 
and then only yearly instalments of twenty- 
iTve cents an acre for four years. A ready 
'sale will be found for everything produced, 
ard at remunerative prices. The labor of a 
Tory few years would salTioo to create a 
comfortable home for any of our population 
who may (eel disposed to loud a (|uiel niul 
indapeudent life instead of socking the 
obance of sudden wealth amid the e.\cile> 
xnentofa gold-field. Any nnc'who has had 
/oopa'sion to pass through a ilouriehing eouu. 
• t'ry'disttiot'in England, or in wliut is perhaps 
a better example — in Cunudu or the United 
States — imist liavo been struck witli tlio 
great air of cont^inlmont and prosperity that 
seems to bang over each ^ cultivated fami, " 
and been apt to . think that with n plot of 
iground he could call his own a man tntgbi 
do worse than beoome a farmer. 

Now, although our country, fur the most 
part, still continues to wear its pristine ap- 
pearance, and to present its piney forests to 
deter from settlement tlioso who look only 
upon the outside of things, yet there is no- 
thing to prevent our districts adapted for 
settlement from exhibiting, in a few years, 
as beautiful and flourishing an appearance as 
any of the cultivated countries in the New 
"World. Oilier countries on the continent 
hove presontod equal, if not greater difficul- 
ties to bar the way of the now settler than 
this. In Canada and the Eastern States, 
nearly c\cry acre of the country was covered 
with timber, and had to be cleared, to prepare 
it for cultivulion. Where now one sees smiiing 
orchards and fields of yellow grain, the first 
comers found only bouudless forests of pine, 
oak, maple, beech, ash, elm, and uiimcrous 
other woods peculiar to those countries. The 
diiricultics to bo encouiaered hero area mere 
nothing, compared with those mut, and over- 
come by the hardy pioneers on the Atlantic 
side, while llio reward will come much quickar 
and surer. But we would not be understood 
to confine men to Vancouver Island alone, 
in their choice of farming land. Great 
though we consider the advantages of set- 
tling here, others may prefer British Oolumbia. 
A man, however, may do well in either colony. 
Any one who has looked over the abstract Of 
iinports into British Colnmbia cannot fail 
. ' being struck with the large amount of agri- 
cultural productions consumed there, which 
are produced in other countries. The value of 
the five items of live stock, fiour, pork, barley 
and butter, brought into the country during 
the past year, amonnts to the large sum of 
$1,439,283 ; besides these articles tliere was o 
coniso, a large quantity of other produce of 
the farm. Now it tnust be acknowledged 
that a consumptive power such as the above 
figures indicate, furnishes as strong an induce- 
ment for agricultural pursuits as can possibly 
be imagined. If it was so great last year, 
what will it be whea -the mines arc properly 
opened, and their extensivflness ^better 
known? Every year we may expect an in- 
crease of population, who will bo principally 
attracted by the fame of our gold fields. 
Every ycor theamount of provisions required 
will be greater, and the market for British 
Colnmbian farmers, of course, be proportion 
ately extended.. We.faear machoftbe ogri- 
calturol capabilities of that colony. Its 
mutils pro and eon. have been discussed over 
and over again, bnt while some are en- 
gaged in idle controversy, others are work- 
ing and preparing tlie ground for a cer- 
tain and golden harvest. We would ad- 
vfse.thosewho teel inclined to settle down, 
but are in doubt whether it would be safe to 
do so, to throw aside their doubts and make 
up their minds that there is a good living 
and not only a good living but wealth to be 
acquired by farming in British Columbia if 
t'.iey will oniy set to work and devote the 
necessary attentiiii to it. That colony in i.s 
most unfavorable aspect ia like a Inrgo por- 
tion of Europe onco was, which now sup 
ports a large and flourishing population. And 
what has been done in the old world can be 
done also iu the new. No one however has 
over denied the suitableness of the coumiry 
for grazing purposes. All admit that most 
readily. Any rjuantity of live stock could bo 
raised there — yet ol the total value of the 
five items of last year's imports into the 
colony, which we have given above, $971,247 
was made up of this one article. This ought 
to bo remedied. Stock raising should bo 
more Oitcnsively followed, and this largo 
annual expenditure saved the cciuitry. In 
connection with agricultnrul operations, 
there must be good opportunities of supplying 
tho wants of the travelling public along the 
lino of the wagon roads and trails with better 
accommodation than they have been accus- 
tomed to receive. A good house with a 
small plot of cultivated ground nttcched 
might thus bo made to yield its possessor as 
much ns a mora ox tensive farm farlhct oil". 
Those who have comparatively small means 
might thus turn them to advantage aij'.i niako 
a oomfortablo home. 

Appointmout of aa Emigration Agent. 

If tho Colony is to reap any benefit from 
the appropriation made by . the House of 
Assembly for emigration purposes, it will be 
necessary for our Government to move with 
a little more celerity than il usually docs. The 
organization of a system of working and the 
appoiutment of an otBoer cannot be delayed. 
Tho country has too much need of all the 
population she can get to neglect the means 
of aoquiring it, and retaining it when 
got. In this rospoot we are like other new 
countries, and like them we should not. Be- 
sldoa, tho number of persons who have ar- 
rived licro during tho past year, many of 
whom perhaps are still undecided how to uot, 
and those whom wo shall have by tho regu- 
lar line of English vessels, a fuw weeks 
will see tho coramoncomont of a largo 
influx by way of California, Most of those 



will, of course, be bound for the'nilHes,-"but 
still a largo number from other oonnlries than 
that Slate may be desirous of settling down 
upon lond. "Wo want then an Bmigratiou 
Agent who will be ready to afford new 
comers every roasonable assistance nnd in- 
telligence lor that purpo-o. lie ahnuM bo in 
communication witii the hind oHices of both 
colonics ; and not only with ihuae olUces hut 
with government oETiccrs ia different parts of 
the country, whooouIiS give informalioa aa to 
the eligibility of their districts for aettlement 
or fields of labor. The main point at 
present, however, i.s that a commencement 
be made before pcoplo como iu iu shoals. 
The details can be arranged oocording as 
experience shall suggest their expediency.

Mr. Hearby in moving the above baid iLat 
the most serious featuie in lliu Idler was the 
allusion lo Ihe revision uf asscssincnls. Be- 
fore Ibo Jnoorporatioii Act wua passed, the 
city hod been under the House of Assembly, 
but now it was virtuully moro nniler tho con- 
trol of three or four goveniraeul oflieials than 
helbrc. He bolioved that tlic iimjority of 
tbe citizens wcro iiivonrnble to the poll lax; 
it would have been bcitor lur the Governor to 
have referred tho subject to the municipal vote 
than lo lutvu c:ierciscd tbe prerogative ol veto. 
The word cuoreu used ia tlia resnlulions be 
felt wan justifiable, because the Governincnt 
van con^icious ol ;l;oiillu^ the Couhcii in ite 
power aa re^^'arded lina'dco. He had been iii- 
formed by the Munnijcr of the bank who bad 
teudered ibe loan, tbiifcus yet no guarantee 
bad been aH'orJeJ by the Government, nnd 
that he bud conse(|iieijlly advanced the money 
on bis ovvu retspoii.-^ibility. 

iMi'. Copiarid ajsrrled lliat the public works 
could go on williout llic rccpiired guuranleo. 
The labor ol tho men einpluyed by Iho 
llclicf Coimuitlflo would bo remiiiicnilive, as 
its produce could bo ailvautugeously disposed 
of. With legaid lo Ihe comniunicalioii under 
diveuasiun, be considered it a very plausibln 
document, but lie warned thoni that It only 
exhibited a covering of augur to coocca! the 
medicine inside, Tbo real com'pos^r \vns 
Attorney (xeneral Cary, who Iiaid at' firat tried 
to persuade tbeni that it was a beautiful Act 
of lncor|>uintiuii, but sought, at the beginning 
ol' the new session, lo introiluco n bill coii- 
t;iiiiiug several suppliiinoulury amendments 
that were re(|uiru(l. . He condemned the 
proposition of tho city being obliged to 
submit to Ibe Goveriimcut revision of Ibe As- 
Bessnieut lloUs. 

Mr. HicUs objeelcd to llie la.st seelloii uf 
the propo.sed resobilioii, viz.. thai relcriiiij; to 
holding a conference with the Attorney 
(jcnerul. Ho considered that it would bo fur 
better to reconsider ihe vetoed by law ; and, 
after submitting tho same to the opinion of 
counsel, send it again to hi.s KiLCullcncy.

It was only on occasions of very important

people The Qiic-en was also besought lo 
annnl the Act, but dccliucd to exercise her 
prerogative, on tho grounds tbat tho countiy'a 
law|8:wera made by its Qxia lepreaontatives. 
Ha augsEsted that (ba 3rd claaso be struck 
out. 

On the suggostloa of Mr, Hiaka, Mr. Searby 
separated the last resoIiilioD, for after con- 
sideration.

The third clause was then taken up, when 
an aratnd iiiCnt was oll'orcd by Mr. .Stronach, 
to ihc cll'ect tbal a coiuiniltee bo appointed, 
by whom tbo by-law aliould be modi/ied, aud 
then referred I* counsel for opinion. 

Mr. Sironacli objoelcd to the by-law being 
referred to Mr. Gary's opiulon.ns ho bolievcd 
that goiillenian to be incapable of drawing up 
a respectable act.

10 the uninitiated by the following illustra- 
ti.'in : Suppose A enters the oliice of an ex- 
change broker in Wall Street to get SlOO in 
goldfcir greoobaeks, gold at the time being 
eOpor cent premium. The broker counts 
autSlOO in gold,, arid A co)i.iU,out $1(30 in 
greenbacks, and ao- (ho exobtthgo lsjaade 
by \ at a loss of 3'i)( ocnis on each paper 
ilollar; or, by giving a discouni oE- 37i per 
cent on the greenbacks.

SKNATOUI.^L RUIIIIillY CAHE. 

The proiniiieut cnndidHtes for thu United 
.Slates SMiuitersliip, to siiccocd llie Hon. i\lil- 
1(111 S. l.alliam, were T. 0. Plielps, ,V. A. 
iSargijiit — both lunv in llic lloiito of licpre- 
seiilativrs John ('oniiC'-s, Treaiiur W. I'ark, 
and Ilarrcy 8. IJrowii. It was cnrreiit in 
the iicwspu|u>rs, aoino moulbs ago, that Park, 
who is concerned in the lMCmi)iil estate in 
.Mariposa emnty, inlerided '.o buy his way 
into lliB Senate. The Legislature met lui the 
first Monday iu January, and tlia Union 
members — comprising iioavly all l!ie mcinliors 
— went into caucus for the nomination uf a 
Senator, and have been aniuoccs>iully bal- 
loting ever since. All .tba Cistoin House 
and f ederal iufluonco went lor Phelps, and 
his election was coirsidcrod certain, fttean- 
timc. Park, despairing of suctsesa, resolved lo 
defeat Fllelps. It was suspected that one 
Watrous, Federal Postal Agent, was everting 
improper iiilluenco in favor of the Custom 
lioiiso candidate, nnd a siiaro was laiil for 
him, ami successfully. Ha was inveigled into 
tho apartments of one Siiiilli, niid rvns lliere 
induced to re|.oat eet lui ii propositions, wliich 
Smith nllegcd had been mmlc previously. 
Two memberr. of the I.egislaliire, having 
boon conoaalcd in a closet, overboard the 
conversation, and made known the facts at 
tho next meeting of tlie caucus. (Jf c iiirse, 
a great flarc-iip ensued, ^\'atrolls had been 
coiispiciioiis as ii friend and sgcut of .Mr. 
Phelps, and ihe latter was b^ild ru.<iponsiblo 
for the malefactions of ills Irlend.* Park, 
having succeeded in throwing lha apple of 
discard fair among bis opponcnt.i, withdrew 
from candidaey. Thus matters stand at |irc- 
sent. Caucus is meeting nightly, but with- 
out any iinpnrlant re.«ults. I'rocaedings are 
at a dcad-loek, and it is iinpcssible to give 
any reliable opinion as to who will bo 
elected. It is pretty certain that Pliclp:; has 
been irreparably damaged by tho- transaclioii, 
and Park is absolutely out ol Iho way — ('on- 
ncss, lirowu, nnd Sargent only reniaiiiiiig. 
The first iiaaied has been very conspicuous 
as a politician, though not a man of niiicli 
siibstanlial ability; the second is chielly 
noted ua an operator In town lots. Mr. .Sar- 
gent is considered the nb'est rcpresciilative 
we have ever had in Congress; bnt a feud 
with the I'lielps faction will be apt lo defeat 
his election. The p' ople arc humiliated und 
inceiisod at the disgraceful pracecdings, but, 
unhappily the remedy is witbocil their reach. 
A bill h.as been reported in tbo Legislature, 
for the punishment of individuals attempting 
lo coirupt >nembers of a caucus, cnnrcntion, 
or commilteG. The present law relates only 
to attempted corruption of I.oyisl.itors or the 
Judiciary. I presume the door will bo Iccked 
after the steed baa been stolen, 

PHbSES OF STATE POUmas. 

No inipottaat movenient has yet been 
made indicating tbe policy. of tbo next can- 
vass. Under tlio amendments of the .State 

Constitution, the iie.\l election will bo e.v- 
cecdiugly uiiiinportant. I lov.;riiitr, (.'on^rcss- 
men. Judges of Iho Supremo Court, and 
every ofliccr down to local tax collector are 
to bo elticted ne.'il Sopleitiber, and you may 
e.xpecl lo hear of lively proceedings. Tho 
old Democratic parly, known as the "Chi- 
valry," arc attempting tu i-c-eollect their 
scattered IidsI."i npnn the plalforiii of (iover- 
uor Seymour, of S'ew York. IJiil it appears 
to bti a labor of Iloicules. Widiout a radi- 
cal cliaugc in popular setitiinent they will bo 
swept out. The people of this .Slate are iii- 
Iciisely Union, and uny party proposing any 
sort ol compromiso with tbo insurgouta of the 
South woold be trodden under foot. The 
journals now advocating Democratic nica- 
snres are e.iclreiuely unpopular. There are 
only two, of any iniportniice, ouo at Sacru- 
rnenlo, and another at Marysvillc. Uii- 
hanpily for both, they have been known as 
" secesh " ever since the comineiicoinuiil of 
Iho war, and no inatlcr how groat Ibe purity 
and patriotism of tin; views advanced now, 
tlioy can get no hearing. It was thought, at 
first', tbat the disgrac-efal revelation touching 
tho senatorial election would demoralize the 
Union party; but tho evident disposition to 
discover und throw overboard the guilly 
parties will relievo the Legislature of that 
responsibility. From nppearunccs, now, 
the Union parly will bo presented in tho 
nc:tt canva.s.i in much the saitio ahopo tlmt it 
appeared lasL year. 'J'he Oustotn House in- 
lluenco has been broken down, nnd thai alone 
ia attained by the late terclntious of cor- 
ruption. Mr. Conness will be Iho leader of 
tho party, ho having escaped llio accusation 
of corruption. 

NATIO.NAL ArfAlllS — THE CIVIL W.^R. 

If yon ask a trnlbfal report of public opin- 
ion in relation to the civil war, I must an- 
swer tdiit it ia overwhelmingly in favor ef 
prosecuting tho campaigns until the rebel- 
lious Stales shall bavo been brought under 
llio iloininion of the imlioiial [lag: With 
e.\coptiou ol two or tlireo Soiilliern cfuiiilies 
where people of advcr.sa opiiiiuns are ad- 
monished by the jireseiice of military, 1 
know of s«arcely a iirceinel where u pnacc- 
party niau could be elected lo any dniec. 
Euglisk naturalized citi /.ens, su far as my 
observation goes, rallier favor the Southern 
Confederacy ; the Geruiati.s, on llie contrary, 
are intensely Union I lha Italians — flaribal- 
diaus — sympathisa with the Federid tiovorn- 
montjtlic French are jjiven to claret and 
Loaia Napoleon ; the lii.ili aro ilivided — the 
old chivalry sort, aecuslomed lo follow Dr. 
Gwin, arc cousidfltedaecesli— others, and the 
more iulelligept, profess to bo Union men. 
l>ui, ol native Araorlcanfl, the great miajority 
are fi.xed in their adhciencolo the Federal 
Govcrninonl, oven including soma born in 
Soutboru Stutos. As an indication of po|)ii- 
lar tenliineot in tho Northern .Slates, yon 
will remark the significaiieo of Ihe following 
extract from Governor Seymour's message : 

" Wc luiiBt accept', the condition of alTairs 
as they stand at tbla nioijicnt. The fortunes 
of our' country are induonced by the results 
of battles. Our armies iu tho field must be 
suppotlcd. All CoBstilutional demands of 
our General Government must be promptly 
responded to. Under no circumstances can 
tbe division of the Union be conceded." 

Seymour, who reprcstsnts the Norlhorn 
peace Democracy, finds fault with tho Gov- 
ernment because of the Eniancipaliou Fro- 
olamation, for supproFsiug newspapers, aud 
imprisoning cilitjens accused ol disloyalty ; 
but be does uot daro to nuiko open jiroposi- 
tious ngainat tho prugreiis of tbo war, though 
it Is known that his confederates, John Van 
Buren and l^'crnaadu Wood aro iu sympathy 
nith Ibe lobels. Tba Demoorocy v?ill not
